Without, apologizing for the rudeness 
of the gentleman of Japan, wo vontnr* 
to rema-k that western peoples, even 
tho moat educated among us, do not 
seem to carefully distinguish t»etwe* u 
Japan and < hina. 
The Japanese have always regarded 
th. »nis)*lv»s as far in advance in rn iii zn 
Hon, and there is nothing which offends 
the native of the island of Japan more 
than to Is* taken for a Chinaman. 
Very much of the liis*ral attitude of 
the people of Japan toward western 
thought and custom ansae from tho fart 
that its national religion is Shintoism. 
Moat people imagine that Buddhism 
is the religion of Japan, and rouse 
quontly the national cult of Shintoism 
is ii religious tielirf which until the last 
80 years had never been heard of in th** 
western world. 
For centuries Japan w as a terra in­ 
cognita to the rest of humanity, although 
its history dates from fitio B. (’., when 
Jinimer Tenno was king, and Shintoism 
was his creed. 
Buddhism wa* not in­ 
troduced into Japan until o50 of the 
Christian era, when it came from India 
by way of Korea. 
The term Shinto is of Chimbe origin 
and is expressed by the almost impi * 
uounceable Japanese word of Kaminu- 
inichi, the meaning of l**>th words ts*ing 
“ the way of the spirits.’’ The essential 
principle of fittiintoisiu is a coiubinntiou 
of ancestor worship and nature woi -hip, 
and it would seem that the latter of 
these elements is largely duet) the coli 
tai i of Japan with the Ta*dam of China 
Bhinntism is tiler* f**i«» the veneration of 
the country’a heroes ami benefactor!! of 
every age, legendary, historical, an 
dent and modern. 
The essential feature of Shintoism c 
its liberal attitude toward othei r< Ii 
gious beliefs, ami when Iiud*lhi»m w.i- 
brought into the country tin priests ut 
the ancient belief extended the right 
hand of fellowship toward its missiona 
ries. 
Hut the same liberality has ii<*» 
always been returned by the clergy <*t 
Buddhism, and not very long ago oms of 
the great temples at Tokyo was burned 
by the Buddhists to prevent its falling 
into the hands of the Shinto priests. 
Shintoism has been equally liberal to 
ward modern Protestant missionaries, 
for before Die Church of England edifice 
at Tokyo, now known as St. Andrew’s 
church, was built th** present {Shinto 
government lent one of the Shinto tem 
pics f**r Church of England services. 
Whenever opposition to Christianity ha- 
arisen it Ila-, come frow th© old ii* bill 
ty, w ho art* opjuised to all change anti 
are z e a lo u s supporters of Buddhism. 
Although ."shintoism lins been the an­ 
cient religion of Japan for more than 
24 centuries, it had rn ver been declared 
the “ established religion" of Japan nil 
til tin* year 1808, when for reasons 
wholly political it became the establish­ 
ed religion of the country. 
A grant of 
#300,000 a year w as made for the main­ 
tenance of the Shinto temples ami 
shrines, which ar,* .-aid to be somewhere 
about 100,000 iii number. 
The Buddhism of Japan had been ex­ 
ceedingly aggressive ami had almost sub­ 
verted th** ancient system of {Shintoism, 
but now when a child in born Dis taken 
by its parents either to a Hhiuto or a 
Buddhist temple for dedication.
